ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF 

Medical  Officer  of  Health 

FOR  THE  VEAR  1907. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Fiockton  Urban  District  Council. 

GENTLEMEN, 

I have  the  pleasure  of  submitting  to  you  my 
Report  on  the  Health  of  your  District  during  the  year  1907. 

1 think  I can  assure  you  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  district 
Avas  in  a better  condition  than  ever  before.  Very  much  remains 
to  be  done  before  Ave  can  sav  thatAve  are  satisfied  ; and  most  of 
what  remains  to  be  done  is  in  connection  Avitli  the  Milk  Supply 
and  Avith  the  question  of  Better  Housing.  Slowly  but  surely 
the  houses  are  being  got  into  a better  sanitary  state,  and  during 
tha  last  year  I think  that  Ave  have  got  Common  End  into 
something  like  what  it  should  be.  I have  been  watchful  over 
the  village,  and  have  begun  Avitli  what  appeared  to  be  the  Avorst 
places,  and  have  taken  it  in  sections.  Most  of  the  owners  have 
met  my  requests  very  fairly  and  Avillingly,  but  there  are  still  in 
hand  a few  cases  of  difficulty,  but  the  difficulty  lies  in  the 
nature  of  the  case,  and  not  in  unwillingness  to  remedy  Such 
a lot  of  the  property  is  old  that  often  it  is  nearly  impossible  to 
suggest  remedies  Avhieh  would  not  fall  unreasonably  heavily  on 
the  landlord.  The  great  needs  are — more  bedroom  accommo- 
dation, and  more  light  and  air  in  all  the  rooms,  and  where  new 
Council  houses  are  built  Ave  hope  that  the  larger  families  will 
be  considered  first.  I should  like  to  see  more  small  plots  of 
land  for  sale  for  building,  so  that  every  man  who  is  not  pro- 
perly housed  may  be  able  to  build,  and  so  be  able  to  appreciate 
good  sanitation.  There  is  still  a good  deal  of  complaining 
about  a rubbish-tip  ; and  my  requests  for  ash-pit  cleansing  are 
still  met  with  a request  to  knoAv  Avhere  to  put  the  refuse, 
although  a tip  (not  very  convenient)  has  been  provided.  Closet 
accommodation  is  still  rather  less  than  desirable,  but  I hope  to 
arrange  that  matters  are  relieved  before  long.
